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Whats New in 
_ Bang’s Disease Control?

OST important news to the 
cattle industry in 1940 was the 
announcement that calfhood 
vaccination against Bang’s disease 
had been given official approval by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, whose 
chief, Doctor John R.

that a herd under the vaccinal plan 
might be certified as free from Bang’s 
disease, provided all animals over two 
years of age revealed at least two nega- 
tive reactions with tests properly 
spaced. 

Up until the time of this memorable 
meeting, calfhood vaccination had 
been the most controversial subject 
pertaining to cattle management. For 
several years breeders and state officials 
had been divided in their opinions. 
Calfhood vaccination had been in 
official ill-repute, while there was a 
general beating of tom-toms for “‘test 
and slaughter’ as a cattle reduction 
program, a public health measure and 
of course in the hopes that it would 
be a means of eradicating Bang’s 


disease. Unfortunately, in too many 


instances any respect for vaccination 
was considered to be an attack on the 
agglutination test. 

Although prior to the 1940 Chicago 
meeting the attitude of officials in 
several states had become much more 
liberal, only a very few had openly 
taken a stand giving approval to calf- 
hood vaccination. Of course, some 
of those in other states were sym- 
pathetic, but had refused to take the 
initiative without federal approval. 
No doubt the undercurrent of increas- 
ing breeder interest in calfhood vac- 
cination, a reduction in indemnity 
funds and the success of breeders who 
had vaccinated had tempered opinions 
prior to Doctor Mohler’s speech. 
However, Doctor Mohler’s remarks 
were the “‘go”’ signal for breeders and 
officials who cared to accept calfhood 
vaccination. 

In an attempt to present a summary 
of any changes in regulations or state 
laws made by the various states, The 
Ayrshire Digest the fol- 
lowing list of questions to officials in

each state. Replies have been received 
from forty-six of the forty-eight states. 
Those not replying were South Dakota 
and Wisconsin. 

The questions were as follows: 


(1) Have you taken Steps to recognize 


calfhood vaccination in your Bang’s 


control program? 


Of the forty-six replying, forty-two 
answered “Yes.” The four answering 


“No” were Georgia, Indiana, North

Carolina and Virginia. North Carolina 
stated that it did not care to sanction 
calfhood vaccination except under 
very unusual conditions and advised 
that there seemed to be no need for it 
in that state. Although officials in 
Rhode Island reported that steps have 
been taken to recognize vaccination, 
they also stated that no very definite 
plan had yet been formulated. North 
Dakota advised that it was using vac- 
cination only in a very limited manner. 
Indiana advised that “the General 
Assembly of the state in both 1939 
and 1941 refused to show considera- 
tion for the plan of vaccination as 
recommended by the Bureau of Ani- 


mal Industry.” 


(2) Are you contemplating the accredita- 
tion of herds in which calfhood vac- 


cination is being practiced? 


In this connection it was rather 
interesting to note that several states 
recognize calfhood vaccination, but at 
the same time have not yet made any 
provisions for accrediting herds in 
which calfhood vaccination is being 
practiced, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Bureau of Animal Industry 
has specifically outlined a program by 
which this may be done. The states 
reporting this condition were Nevada, 
North Dakota, Ohio and South Caro- 
lina. Perhaps the most inconsistent 
stand is that of Ohio, which has a pro- 
gram for supervising calfhood vac- 
cination and at the same time refuses 
to accredit a herd as free from Bang’s 
disease unless all cattle over six months 
of age are negative to the test at least

UERNSEYS enlisted in the army 
(+ of production before they were 
drafted. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wickard has said that food 
will win the war and write the peace, 
but already Guernseys have increased 
their production to help win the war. 
The best illustration of this increase is 
the fact that the 6,070 cows to finish 
Advanced Register records last year 
increased the production of the 71,289 
records by 11.4 pounds of milk and .3 
of a pound of butter fat. This sounds 
rather insignificant when spoken of in 
terms of eleven pounds of milk and 
three tenths of a pound of butter fat, 
but when taken as a whole the actual 
production would amount to 812,695 
pounds of milk and 21,387 pounds of 
butter fat, or sufficient to care for the 
yearly needs in fluid milk of a town of 
2,500. 

Inheritance of production is a defin- 
ite factor in Guernsey production, for 
improved management methods alone 
could not be responsible for the steady 
increase that has been made by the 
cows in the Advanced Register. It is 
astonishing to think that the 6,070 
cows could raise the production of 
all the records that have been made 
since the beginning of the Advanced 
Register. 

For the information of those who 
are not acquainted with the different 
divisions of the Advanced Register, 
the single letter classes are for those 
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cows whose records cover a duration 
of 365 consecutive days. Records 
made in the double letter classes are 
for the same duration as the single 
letter classes, and in addition require 
that a calf be carried for 200 days. The 
triple letter class, or Farmer’s Division, 
requires that the duration of the record 
shall be for 305 days and that a calf 
must be carried for at least 205 days. 

The letters designate the age of the 
cow on test, with class G being under 
two and one-half years; class F, two 
and one-half to three years; class E, 
three to three and one-half years; class 
D, three and one-half to four years; 
class C, four to four and one-half 
years; class B, four and one-half to 
five years, and class A, five years and 
over. 

Most of the records were made at 
the beginning of a cow’s production 
or at maturity. For instance, thirty 
per cent of all records made during 
the past year were in the ‘'G”’ classes, 
or when the animal was under two 
and one-half years of age. The next 
largest group of records was in the 
“A” classes where the records were

made after five years of age, or at 
maturity. In the “B,” “C’ and “D” 
classes only a few records were com- 
pleted, and undoubtedly there is less 
competition in placing an animal 
among the leaders in 
classes.

In production, the only class 
to show a decrease over the previous 
year was in “F’” where the milk was 
down 2.7 pounds under the average of 
a year ago. 

The thirty-eight Guernseys to 
occupy a new position on the class 
leading pages of Guernsey history 
compare well with former years. There 
were nine new leaders in the single 
letter classes, twenty-two in the double 
letter classes and seven in the triple 
letter classes. 


Four Thousand Pound Cows 


Four class leaders made 1,000 
pounds of butter fat or more. They 
include: Nancy Hanks of Silver Maples 
380583, 20074.7 pounds of milk and 
1087.0 pounds of butter fat, fifth in 
class A, owned by H. C. Krannert, 
New Augusta, Indiana, and bred by 
F. C. Gleason, Sodus, Michigan; 
Superb’s Faithful 410579, 19776.7 
pounds of milk and 1036.4 pounds of 
butter fat, tenth in class A, bred by the 
J. C. Penney-Gwinn Corporation and 
owned by the Foremost Guernsey As- 
sociation, Inc., Hopewell Junction, 
New York; Bournedale Princess Coro- 
net 476764, 18859.8 pounds of milk 
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and 1019.3 pounds of butter fat, 
second in class C, bred by H. F. 
Andrus, Yonkers, New York, and 
owned by the Julia Dyckman Andrus 
Memorial, Inc., Yonkers, New York; 
Red Rose Queen Mab 421643, 18967.5 
pounds of milk and 1026.7 pounds of 
butter fat, first in class AHI, bred by 
George M. White, Coxsackie, New 
York, and owned by E. C. Jameson, 
Sharon, Connecticut. 

Two new world records were made 
during the past year. Bournedale 
Princess Coronet 476764 produced 
18859.8 pounds of milk and 1019.3 
pounds of butter fat and made first 
place in class CC. She was bred by 
H. F. Andrus, Yonkers, New York, 
and is owned by the Julia Dyckman 
Andrus Memorial, Inc., Yonkers, New 
York. ‘‘Princess Coronet’’ was sired 
by Bournedale Allen Jay’s King 205523 
and out of Atamannsit Princess Coro- 
net 209561. She comes from a family 
that has produced other class leaders. 
Rock Creek Fanciful 591448 placed 
first in class EEE with a record of 
13295.3 pounds of milk and 724.7 
pounds of butter fat. She was bred 
and is owned by L. J. Drake, Plano, 
Illinois. “Fanciful” was sired by 
Mount Hope Watchful 228883 and 
out of Rock Creek Daphne 515302. 

Five Guernseys had the distinction 
of making two places among the 
class leaders. Bournedale Princess 
Coronet 476764 made a world’s record 
in class CC and also placed second in 
class C. Blossom of Ware 527033 
produced 17716.6 pounds of milk 
and 951.9 pounds of butter fat and 
placed eighth in class B and third in 
class BB, being bred and owned by 
George H. Timmins, Ware, Massa- 
chusetts. Sunny Valley’s Favorite 
559287, with 19524.8 pounds of milk 
and 899.3 pounds of butter fat, bred 
and owned by George D. Pratt, Jr., 
Bridgewater, Connecticut, made eighth 
place in class D and third in class DD. 
Douglaston King’s Rosalind 450326, 
bred and owned by Hugh Barclay, 
Pulaski, New York, made 16236.7 
pounds of milk and 940.3 pounds of 
butter fat that gave her seventh in 
class C and fourth in class CC. An- 
other of Mr. Pratt’s Guernseys, Sunny 
Valley Ethereal 512562, had the honor 
of occupying two positions, making 
eighth in class B and second in class 
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BB with 18170.1 pounds of milk and 
943.4 pounds of butter fat. 


Many Sires Represented 


Usuatty the sire plays an important 
part in this review, but, with two ex- 
ceptions, last year’s leaders were by 
different sires. Bournedale Allen Jay’s 
King 205523, owned by Bournedale 
Farm, was the sire of Bournedale 
Princess Coronet 476764, second ‘in 
class C and a world champion in class 
CC. He was also the sire of the eighth 
place animal in CC, Bournedale Dolly 
Violet 468152. Saugerties Africander 
116932 was the sire of Maple Lane 
Africander’s Jackie 469040 that made 
seventh place in class CC, and was also 
the sire of Maple Lane Africander’s 
Bessie 523221 that made tenth place 
in class FF. 

Four Guernseys were among the 
class leaders but do not appear on 
pages 234, 235 and 236 in this issue as 
these pages are only published once a 
year in the issue that carries the review 
of Guernsey producers. These four 
animals include: Superb’s Faithful 
410579, 19776.7 pounds of milk and 
1036.4 pounds of butter fat, tenth in 
class A, owned by the Foremost 
Guernsey Association, Inc.; Douglas- 
ton Princess Anne 369591, ninth in 
class A, 20071.2 pounds of milk and 
966.0 pounds of butter fat, owned by 
Hugh Barclay; Charlescote Peggotty 
497162, eighth in class DD, 14467.5 
pounds of milk and 830.0 pounds of 
butter fat, owned by Richard Salton- 
stall, Sherborn, Massachusetts; Argilla 
C. Foam 509017, tenth in class EE, 
14543.2 pounds of milk and 808.1 
pounds of butter of butter fat, owned 
by S. M. Merrill, Ipswich, Massachu- 
setts. 

Four classes were without new 
leaders during the past year—F, G, 
BBB and FFF—as no new animals in 
these classes made records sufficiently 
high to be a leader. In class DD 
there were five new leaders, the largest 
number in any class. 

The Guernseys to enter the class 
leading pages this year have been 
unique in that thirty-one of the thirty- 
eight were Guernseys bred, developed 
and owned on the home farms. Quite 
often the cow is bred by one party 
and owned by another when the record 
is made. New York and Massachu- 


setts were the outstanding states in the 
breeding of class leaders. Thirteen 
were bred in New York and twelve in 
Massachusetts, four in Connecticut, 
and one each in California, Illinois, 
Michigan, Missouri, New Jersey, New 
Hampshire, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island and Washington. The 
ownership was divided in practically 
the same ratio with the exception of 
Indiana breeders who owned two 
class leaders breeding none, and Penn- 
sylvania breeders who had no class 
leading records but bred one class 
leader. 


Herd Test Increases 


In the Herd Improvement Division 
there were 2,334 records completed 
that increased the average of the 
14,221 records to 8607.5 pounds of 
milk and 423.3 pounds of butter fat, 
an increase over the previous year of 
17.0 pounds of milk and .4 of a pound 
of butter fat. Two new world records 
were made in this division. Red Rose 
Queen Mab 421643 produced 18967.5 
pounds of milk and 1026.7 pounds of 
butter fat. She was bred by George 
M. White, Coxsackie, New York, and 
owned by E. C. Jameson, Sharon, 
Connecticut. “Mab” was sired by 
Langwater Colonial 202913 and out of 
Gayhead’s Abbess 409736. The sec- 
ond world record to be made in the 
Herd Improvement Divison was Kil- 
mac Royal's Leda 596810 that pro- 
duced 15924.3 pounds of milk and 
904.3 pounds of butter fat. She was 
bred and is owned by D. W. K. Pea- 
cock, Flanders, New Jersey. ‘‘Leda” 
was sired by Royal Emblem of Kenil- 
wood 205147 and out of Glenburnie 
Leda 423316. 

In the Herd Improvement Division 
one lactation must not exceed 365 
days. The butter fat requirement at 
the minimum age of two years is 
250.5 pounds. For each day the 
animal is over two years old at the 
beginning of the record, one-tenth of 
a pound of butter fat is added until 
the cow is five years old, when the 
maximum requirement will 
reached 360.0 pounds. There is no 
calving requirement in this division, 
and the record must begin on the 
fourth day after calving, counting the 
day of calving as the first day. Every

once each year. As previously men- 
tioned, federal recommendations are 
definitely contrary to the Ohio regula- 
tions, which seem to be designed to 
inconvenience those who would elect 
calfhood vaccination. 

(3) Are you paying indemnity for reactors 
in herds in which calfhood vac- 
cination 1s practiced? 

This question was rather improperly 
stated, because of the fact that in 
several states no indemnity is being 
paid for reactors, regardless of the 
disease control plan being followed 
by the owner. Such is the case in 
Arkansas, California, Indiana, Kansas, 
Nevada, Texas, Oklahoma, Rhode 
Island, Massachusetts and_ possibly 
other states. 


On the other hand, it is significant 
that twenty-nine states are paying in- 
demnity for Bang’s reactors in herds 
that are practicing calfhood vaccina- 
tion. New York, a leading dairy state, 
does not have funds available for this 
purpose. A review of the regulations 
of the various states indicates that 
there is a wide variation in the require- 
ments for payment of indemnity. 
Apparently, indemnity still seems to 
be regarded by officials as of first 
consideration. 

(4) Is calfhood vaccination increasing un- 
der your superviston? 

All states reported an increase except 
Georgia, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, Virginia, West Virginia 
and Wyoming. Of these, Wyoming 
and Michigan reported 
slight changes. 

(5) Is the use of the agglutination test 
increasing?

(6) Are you contemplating or have you 
adopted regulations that will permit 
cattle to enter your State on a certifi-

cate of vaccination rather than a 
blood test report? 

Although answering this question 
in the affirmative is indicative of one 
of the most revolutionary steps to- 
ward the freer interstate movement of 
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cattle, twenty-seven advised that the 
regulations were under consideration 
or had been adopted, and only twenty 
answered ‘‘No.”’ 

Unfortunately the question was not 
specific, in that it implied that positive 
cattle properly vaccinated would be 
accepted on the strength of a vac- 
cination certificate rather than a nega- 
tive health chart. However, the atti- 
tude of the various states is perhaps 
best indicated by the following reports, 
showing a growing inclination to per- 
mit the free movement of vaccinated 
cattle: 

Claude W. Jones, Commissioner of 
Domestic Animals, Hartford, Connec- 
ticut: “We will allow vaccinated calves 
to enter Connecticut upon Veterinar- 
ian’s certificate of vaccination but re- 
quire blood charts from mature ani- 
mals.” 

Arthur P. Schneider, D.V.M., Direc- 
tor Bureau of Animal Industry, Boise, 
Idaho: ‘Heifers that have been vac- 
cinated with Brucella Abortus organ- 
isms under Federal or State supervision 
and identified in accordance with the 
rules and regulations of the State of 
origin may enter the State of Idaho 
without the Bang’s test but must be 
accompanied by a properly signed 
Health Certificate stating date of 
vaccination, which must have been 
done not longer than eighteen months 
or less than twenty-one days previous- 
ly. If longer than eighteen months, 
such animals must pass a negative test 
for Brucellosis as required by these 
regulations.” 

W. J. Butler, State Veterinary Sur- 
geon, “We will 
accept calves that have been vaccinated 
with Brucella Abortus vaccine, even

though they give a positive reaction 
to the blood test for Bang’s disease at 
the time of entry into the State, pro- 
vided that they are not over fifteen 
months of age at the time of importa- 
tion, and provided, further, that the 
cow or cows which they have nursed 
are certified to this office as having 
given a negative reaction to an official 
blood test for Bang’s disease during 
the time it nursed the calf.’’ 

The following statements from off- 
cials of states contemplating changes 
that will admit cattle on the strength 
of vaccination certificates are indica- 
tive of the trend: 


Doctor C. E. Kord, Acting State 
Veterinarian, Nashville, Tennessee: 
“We are contemplating the adoption 
of regulations for the movement of 
vaccinated animals whereby animals 
which have been vaccinated by the 
Federal, State and properly supervised 
accredited veterinarians, and certifica- 
tion of such vaccination is made by 
the Livestock Sanitary officials of the 
state of origin.” 

Doctor J. V. Knapp, State Veteri- 
narian, Tallahassee, Florida: “We con- 
template changing our regulations to 
permit cattle to enter the state on 
certificate of vaccination, together 
with blood test required for the pur- 
pose of showing the titre then carried 
by the animal.” 

Doctcr T. B. Jones, State Veteri- 
narian, Phoenix, Arizona: “Interstate 
regulation being considered to permit 
vaccinated calves to enter the State 
under the following conditions: Nega- 
tive test before vaccination; positive 
reaction thirty days after vaccination. 
The vaccination to be supervised by 
an accredited veterinarian or any 
Federal Government or State Veteri- 
narian or their deputies. An official 
record to be kept in state records and 
copy presented to Arizona State Veteri- 
narian for approval before a permit can 
be granted for entry into the State of 
Arizona. Calves must be vaccinated 
between the ages of four and eight 
months with proper identification and 
only with vaccine approved by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry.” 

Donald P. Corbett, Chief, Division 
of Animal Industry, Augusta, Maine: 
“Our regulations pertaining to inter- 
state shipments are governed by law 
made by the Legislature and we have 
no authority to change these. At the 
next session of Legislature we plan to 
enter a bill so that these can come 

under rules and regulations and will 
offer an opportunity of accepting 
cattle that are properly vaccinated.” 

C. P. Bishop, Director, Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Harrisburg, Penn- 
sylvania: ‘““We have under considera- 
tion at this time the modifying of our 
interstate regulations with special refer- 
ence to the consideration of cattle 
which were vaccinated as calves be- 
tween the ages of four and eight 
months under Federal-State super- 
vision. This regulation will set forth 
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and define the Bang’s disease status of 
the herd from which such cattle shall 
originate to be eligible for entry into 
Pennsylvania with the additional re- 
quirement that cattle vaccinated as 
calves shall be negative to the blood 
test for Bang’s disease prior to entry 
into Pennsylvania.” 


N. H. Howlett, Inspector in Charge, 
Montpelier, Vermont: “We prefer to 
issue a special permit, rather than 
change the import regulations, be- 
cause we feel that a vaccinated calf 
that is positive and originates in a 
badly infected herd is not a good risk 
in a clean or certified herd until the 
blood titre has receded.”’ 


Several other states report no dis- 
crimination against vaccinated cattle 
but that they must be negative before 
being admitted.

Mrs. Herman C. Krannert, 
New Augusta, Indiana, has completed 
a record of 20074.7 pounds of milk 
and 1087.0 pounds of butter fat to 
place fifth in class A. This is not un- 
usual for “Nancy Hanks” as is evi- 
denced by her lifetime production of 
81,270 pounds of milk and 4335.9 
pounds of butter fat since calving as 
a two-year-old in 1935 up to Sep- 
tember 1, 1941. This production 
shows a profit of $1,082.12 over feed 
costs. These figures are furnished by 
the Indiana Guernsey Breeders As- 
sociation, taken from her nomination 
for a Gold Certificate award. To be 
eligible for this award the cow must 
have a lifetime production of 4,000 
pounds of butter fat or more, be 
registered and living, and owned by 
an Indiana breeder at the time the 
award is made. This is a project of 
the Indiana State Association carried 
on with the assistance of the Purdue 
Dairy Extension Department. The 
figures shown above are not complete 
as the nomination had to be submitted 
by September 15, and_ production 
after September 1 is not included. 

She was bred by F. C. Gleason and 
owned by Earl Hemingway, Sodus, 
Michigan, until January 12, 1935, 
when she was sold to Oscar Weaver, 
Goshen, Indiana. As a two-year-old 
she produced 9387 pounds of milk 
and 511.9 pounds of butter fat. This 
was followed by a world’s record in 
class EHI of 14084.6 pounds of milk 
and 701.1 pounds of butter fat. After 
her next freshening Mr. Weaver con- 
signed her to the Golden Guernsey 
Classic held during the 1937 National 
Dairy Show in Columbus where she 
was purchased by Normandy Farm, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Krannert.

days. In spite of this setback she 


produced 16,050 pounds of milk and 
835.9 pounds of butter fat in 365 days 
in the Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation. She was milked three times 
a day for the first three months and 
twice daily for the remainder. She 
was not turned dry until August 8, 
1940. 

At her next calving on October 17, 
1940, the beginning of her class A 
leader record, she was down with milk 
fever one-half day. During this lacta- 
tion she was fed a grain mixture of 300 
pounds of corn, 300 pounds of oats 
and 200 pounds of thirty-four per cent 
commercial feed. She had two feed- 
ings of alfalfa and one of soy-bean 
hay each day. When the weather was 
favorable she had access to a small lot 
of alfalfa and blue grass for grazing 
and exercise. 

She was bred to qualify for double 
letter class and showed no evidence 
of not conceiving until shortly before 
completion of her record. She is now 
bred to Coronation Prince Steadfast 
221672. 

Nancy Hanks’ progeny record shows

A deal was made with him whereby 
he should have the cow and Meredith 
Farm would furnish bull service and 
have an option on her heifer calves. 
Meredith Echo 510850 was the first 
calf and was developed at Meredith 
Farm to be the seventh cow in class 
DD with a record of 16449.5 pounds 
of milk and 858.7 pounds of butter 
fat. 

The sire of Meredith Echo 510850 
was Meredith Gallant 236804, sold 


to a breeder in Rhode Island. He was 
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out of Meredith Cameo 387361, a 
daughter of Meredith Lassie 326876. 
The sire of Meredith Gallant 236804 
was Birchfield Laddie 150813, the 
third sire used in the Meredith herd. 
His sire was Birchfield Honorable 
119699 and his dam, Birchfield Lassie 
123202. Birchfield Laddie 150813 
had seventeen Advanced Register 
daughters whose twenty-five records, 
twenty-three immature, averaged 
11664.5 pounds of milk and 555.5 
pounds of butter fat. He had a daugh- 
ter out of Meredith Lassie 326876, 
Meredith Brilliant 526931, that pro- 
duced 17074.6 pounds of milk and 
735.7 pounds of butter fat in class BB. 

Meredith Echo’s dam was sired by 
Florham Premier 109643, the second 
in the series of sires used at Mere- 
dith. Florham Premier 109643 has 
twenty-one Advanced Register daugh- 
ters with thirty records averaging 
11038.1 pounds of milk and 558.8 
pounds of butter fat. Twenty-three 
of these records were made in immature 
classes. Florham Premier 109643 was 
sired by Langwater Star Gazer 60164 
out of Falstaff’s Wyoming of Upland 
Farms 68406. This cow would have 
provoked some breeders. She had 
eight sons and two daughters, but all 
eight sons became Advanced Register 
sires! Included among them were 
Florham Jeweler 100914, Florham Cav- 
alier 122618, Florham Traveller 152806 
and Florham Jupiter 185818. One of 
her daughters had an Advanced Regis- 
ter record. She made four records, 
the best being 16125.2 pounds of 
milk and 745.6 pounds of butter fat 
in class AA. Her sire was Langwater 
Cavalier 21012. 

No doubt another reason for not 
selling the dam, Meredith Dream 
401360, for beef was because she was 
a daughter of Mixter Barbara Dean 
101630 that was quite a brood cow. 
This grand old cow had one Advanced 
Register son and six Advanced Regis- 
ter daughters. She was sired by Dean 
of the May 21815 and out of Mixter 
Beauty 65862. 

Now as to the records on the dam’s 
side. Meredith Dream’s record was 
11782.8 pounds of milk and 576.0 
pounds of butter fat in class G. Mix- 
ter Barbara Dean 101630 had a record 
of 13666.1 pounds of milk and 621.6 
pounds of butter fat in class B. Mixter 


Beauty 65862 had a record of 10466.2 
pounds of milk and 587.3 pounds of 
butter fat in class A. —_ Dolly’s Fore- 
most of High Rock 67827, the sire of 
more 700 pounds record daughters 
than any sire of the breed, was the 
sire of the paternal grandam, Meredith 
Cameo 387361, that was true to form 
as she has a record of 13251.3 pounds 
of milk and 723.1 pounds of butter 
fat in class CC. Her dam was Mere- 
dith Lassie %326876, an Advanced 
Register cow with three Advanced 
Register daughters. 

Meredith Farms bought a second 
heifer out of the old crippled cow, 
Meredith Dream 401360. This heifer, 
Meredith Fabby 661028, is now on test 
and is doing very well. 

There are two daughters of Mere- 
dith Cameo 387361 in the herd. She 
has recently dropped a calf by Mere- 
dith Surveyor 300898, a son of Alfalfa 
Farm Heloise 471657, a daughter of 
Mussolini 199242. 

Carmine Bianco, who has milked 
test cows at Meredith Farms for twenty 
years, deserves congratulations for 
this record.
